Minutes of May 18, 2021 had been circulated to all members and no errors or 
emissions noted. It was moved by Doug, seconded by Richard that minutes be 
approved. Motion carried. 


Presidents report. 

Bill VY2WM 

Bill stated that the items he normally reported on will come up on the committee 
reports and today’ meeting will focus on Field day actives. 
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Field Day Committee: 

Darrell reported that most of the antennas ready to go. The antennas include a 
beam, Delta loop and 150 foot long wire. He still has to get ready open wire feed 
line. Joel is going to help with the towers. He will need some short jumper cables, 
he is asking if you have any please bring them. 

Also he plans to start setting up antennas Friday afternoon around 2:00 PM. 


Brian spoke on preparing antennas and needing frequency traps. He has 5 
frequency traps almost ready. He had to redo the circuit boards. He may need a 
12V power supply for the router. 


Bill WM stated that WiFi will be available and there will be computers in the 
shack. Bill also said that you should bring headphones if you have them. 
Bill stated that he has a 30 amp power supply. 


Doug VY2DS said he will be bringing all his own equipment 


Brent advised that he will be bring his 7600 radio and will be working 6 meters 
and will be set up for working satellites. Brent advised that he had a interview 
with the CBC and it will be aired on the supper hour show. 


Therese volunteered to bring supper for Friday. 
Bill WM on Saturday there will be a supper time barbeque, burgers and salads, 
but suggested someone bring a drip coffee maker. On Sunday there will be 
breakfast at 9:00 AM. 
Bill WM has a 11,000 generator, Joel will be bringing a generator and Darrell as 
one as well.

Dave VY2DAC gave an update on the discussions with the Charlottetown Water 
utility on the progress on the radio tower at the site in Winsloe. The base is in and 
the tower should be here in the next 30 days. The tower is higher than initially 
planned, so now it will be 150 feet. The extra height will mean that we may need 
more coax. There may be a building at the base of the tower for radio 
equipment.
